Darren, June 29—Toney James was exe- 
cuted at eleven o'clock this morning. After 
ascending the scaffold he addressed the crowd, 
Stating that he was drunk at the time 
he committed the crime and was 
not conscious of his act. The crowd 
around the scaffold was dense, and the con- 
demned man spoke in aclear, distinct voice. 
After speaking, he sang a hymn in loud tones 
with ane feryor, and then prayed. He di 
not flinch. All the arrangements were car- 
ried out without a bungle, under the direc 
tioa of Sheriff Blount. His neck was broken 
at the fall. 

Before his execution James stated that he 
had the test affection for Clerk Colter, 
Sheriff Blount and Jailer Hopkins. for the 
kindness shown him, and asked for an inter- 
view with them yesterday, when he thanked 
them for supplying him with tobacco, etc., 
and bade them geod bye. : 

HISTORY OF THE CRIME.

Last Saturday night he started with George 
M. Puilman, Sid. Kent and a half dozen other 
railroad proprietors, for a pleasure trip over 
the Northern Pacific railroad. Before he went 
he bought probabiy all the cash pork, lard, 
and meats in this market, and it is thought 
that during the panic of the ‘black Saturday”’ 
he bought enormously more than there are 
here, principally for September and August 
delivery. These purchases were, however, 
bought at lower figures than are ruling now. 
Before he started, woo, he busied himself in 
strengthening some tottering concerns, which 
had almost been fatally hurt by the McGeoch 


explosion. He loaned, for instance, $50,000 
to Nicholls, and offered them $100,000 
more. He offered money to Stewart 
& Co., and to others prob- 


ably. Before McGeoch’s failure he offered to 
guarantee $1,000,000 to Mitchell if he woulds 


give McGeoch what he needed. Armour i 
set down here as worth not less than $20,- 
000, individually. The Continental is 


known as his bank, because he subscribed and 
paid in $500,000 toward its stock, and Black, 
his former partner, and the present cashier of 
the bank, paid in another $500,000. Armour’s 
wealth can be judged of from this fact. John 
C. Black, a young man in Armour’s employ, 
was taken into partnership in 1877. He 
was given a one-twelfth interest. In 
1880 he retired from the firm with over 
$500,000 as his share of the profits. He very 
recently returned from Europe and started 
the Continental Bank, Amour contributing 
one-fourth of the $2,000,000 capital. The be- 
lief is here that Armour is indeed heavily 
loaded with provisions, and that he is sup- 
porting the market so thet bis agents all over 
the world may sell the product, but it is also 
felt that the load, enormous as it would be to 
any ordinary merchant, wiil be easily han- 
died by the millionaire packer, and that the 
enormous overselling which has taken place 
within the last two weeks, will cause prices to 
advance toward the close of July. = 

P. D. Armour is of sturdy Scotch Presby- 
terian stock. as born in one of the cen- 
tral counties ew York, ona farm among 
the hills, I the highest ambition or his 
boyhood days to earn money enough to buy 
the farm adjeining his father’s. When the 
guid fever broke out he was still a mere strip- 
ling; but, fall of youthful enthusiasm, he 
started for California, driving a wagon across 
the plains and mountains, He remained 
there three or four years, and in that time 
saved a few thousand dollars. He had cash 
enough to buy that farm and settle down. 
He had no sooner reached home than he ex- 
perienced a sudden revulsion of feeling. The 
streets of the village looked narrow, cramped 
and dull. The home appeared mean and 
dingy. He only remained on the farm two 
or three days, and then took himself to Cincin- 
nati. Later he drifted to Milwaukee, and at 
the close of the war he sold a great lot.of pork 
at $10 a barrel, and bought it in again at $18 
to $19, realizing a profit of about a niilljon. 
Today he ranks as the wealthiest 
Chicago, being rated by those 
something of his business at $25,900,000 or 
$30,000,000. His transactions are colossal. 
His firm employs between 5,000 and 6,000 
men, and on his pay rolisare about fifty men 
who receive salaries of $5,000 and over.. He is 
not yet fifty-five years of age.
